SAIN FRANCISCO, May 5.—Atty.- 
Gen. T. L. Ford today filed an action, 
on th erelation of F. S. Chadbourne, 
to have Rudolph Herold’s position as 
State Harbor Commissioner declared 
vacant, and for an order placing Chad- 
bourne in possession of that post. 

Chadbourne was appointed to a place 
on the board by Gov. Markham, on 
March 13, 1894. On March 15, 1897, Gov. 
Budd appointed Rudolph Herold to suc- 
ceed Chadbourne. On March 17, last, 
Gov. Gage appointed Ghadbourne to his 
old place, but on April 18, when the lat- 
ter presented his commission to the 
board, together with his official bond 
in the sum of $50,000, that body refused 
to recognize his claim or unseat Herold 
in his favor. 

The contention is that Herold occu- 
pies the office unlawfully, in that his 
appointment was not confirmed by the 
State Senate. 

CURRY AS SEALER.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5.—Atty-Gen. 
Ford filed today in the Superior Court 
of Sacramento a brief supporting the 
demurrer of the defendant in the suit 
brought by J. F. Neeley of San. Diego 
against Secretary of State Curry. The 
decision of the case will- determine the 
legal force of the act providing for the 
inspection of weights and measures at 
the expense of merchants. 

Neeley, who was appointed sealer for 
San Diego county, applied to Judge 
Hughes for a writ of mandate com- 
pelling the Secretary of State, as ex- 
officio State Sealer, to seal and certify 
for him all balances, weights and meas- 
ures to be used by him as standards 
pursuant to the» provisions Of “the 
statute.

Hotelman Connors a Witness in the 
Murdock Case.

YUKON FLEET. 


Almost Certain of Destruction When 
Spring Freshets Come. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5.—Advices 
from the north confirm previous re- 
ports that nearly half of the Yukon 
fleet is fast in the ice, and will prob- 
ably be destroyed when the expected 
freshets come. 

Among the vessels in danger is the 
Herman of the Alaska Exploration, 
Company. She is near Nulato, and is 
on a sand bar in the middle of the 
river, broadside on to the current. Four 
miles above St. James’ mission is the 
Dawson City, owned by a San Fran- 
cisco firm. She is fast in the ice, and 
with no chance of escape. The Gov. 
Stoneman, owned by Portland  capi- 
talists, is aboutetwenty-five miles above 
the mouth of the Tanana River, and 
she will probably break up when the 
freshets come. The May D. is also 
doomed, She is near Rampart City. 
fast in the ice, in the middle of the 
river. The Trenton is close to the May 
D., and she cannot escape destruction. 
The Clutco, owned in San Francisco, 
the Seattle No. 1, of the Seattle- Yukon 
Company, and the City of Chicago, 
owned by Chicago capitalists, are in a 
bunch a short distance above Rampart 
City. They will probably be crushed 
to pieces with the first cake of ice 
that comes down the river. The Rob- 
ert Kerr, the Seattle, the Sovereign, 
the Tacoma, the Arnold and John C. 
Barr are near Circle City, and there is 
little hope that any of them will es- 
cape destruction. 

All of these boats were engaged in 
general freighting and passenger 
business on the Yukon, between St. 
Michael and Dawson City.

SAILORS’ SQUABBLE. 


Men Taken from the Howard D. 
Troop at Astoria. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

ASTORIA (Or.,) May 5.—The contest 
betweeh the sailor boarding-house 
keepers and the captain of the British 
ship Howard D. Troop is likely to be: 
more serious than at first anticipated. 
When the steamer Columbia reached 
the lower harbor this morning, she was 
met“by a launch having on board Capt. 
Corning of the Troop and United 
States Marshal Houser. Houser was 
armed with a United States process, 
issued under the admiralty laws by 
Commissioner Thompson of this city, 
directing him to apprehend the sailors 
aboard the Columbia who had_ signed 
shipping papers in San Francisco for 
the Troop, and to transfer them to the 
ship. The steamer was taken alongside 
the Troop, and all but two the sail- 
ors forcibly delivered on board ship.

Thwarted in their purpose of holding 
the men, the boarding-house people ob- 
tained a warrant for the arrest of Capt.

The warrant was served, and the cap- 
tain’ appeared before a magistrate and 
his hearing was set for tomorrow morn- 
ing. Meantime a writ of habeas corpus 
was procured by an attorney for the 
bhoarding-house keepers, and the sallors

LAND LINES UNWORKABLE. 


Government Has Trouble 
Cabling to Nicaragua. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—In answer 
to complaints by our gaverrfthent that 
its dispatches to and from our agents, 
consular and naval, in Nicaragua, are 
being imtercepted and delayed, the 
State Department has been informed 
that the trouble is that the land lines 
forming an essential part of the cable 
system have been unworkable in Nic- 
aragua. The department has been dis- 
patching, therefore, its orders and ad: 
vices to and from Bluefields and 
Greytown, by means of boats, but the 
service this way is slow and unrelia- 
ble, and the plan has been, made for 
communication by steamer with New 
Orleans. The state of affairs in Blue- 
fields. according to the last reports to 
the State Department,is. not believed 
to bé very critical. P 

Mr. Merry, the United States Minis- 
ter, has reached that place from 
Managua, the capital, but he had not, 
at last accounts, received his instruc- 
tions to guide him in dealing with the 
controversy between the American 
merchants at .Bluefields and the Niec- 
araguan government.

John W. Gates Confirms the Rumer 
of the Combine, 
EARLY MORNING REPORT. } 
CHICAGO, May 5.—The Times-leraid 


save: “John W. Gates has confirmed the 
rumor regarding the chbmbination of all 
the large sxeel companies in ihe coun- 
try, and. made the assertion that the 


deal was as far reaching as ine) iage- 
nuity of the minds that cenceived it 
could possibly make it. Mr. Gates ‘has 
just returned from New York, where 
a recent conference of the steel maz- 
nates was held for the purpuse’ cf 
arranging the details. The pr2stdent 
of the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany said that all the difficulties in 
the way of the combination had been 
removed, and that the financing of the 
great combine, which will ‘control the 
entire steel industry of the country, 
has been. successfully carried to—a 
conclusion, The headquarters of the 
new company will be in New York, 
and, according to Mr. Gates, the capi- 
tal stock will be betaveen $500,000,000 
and $00,000,000, and he coolly remarked 
that adhe figure might reach $1,000,000,- 
000. The president of the new company, 
he remarked, will be H. C. Fricke of 
Pittsburgh, who has been so closely 
identified with Andrew Carnegie. Re- 
garding the other officers, he professed 
ignorance, ‘ 

Not the least interesting of the deal 
will be the complete retirement of 
Mr. Carnegie from the steel industry 
and the placing of his mantel upon 
the shoulders of Mr. Fricke. In speak- 
ing of this, Mr. Gates said that Mr. 
Carnegie would positively not have 
any interest in the ‘new concern, pro- 
vided the terms he proposed to the 
combination were accepted. 

“And .I suppose they have been,” 
he concluded, “‘else the combine would 
not now be an assured fact.’’ 

Mr. Gates’s company, the American 
Steel and Wire, is one of two con- 
cerns that held out against the com- 
bine until recently. The’other is said 
to have been the Federal Steel Com- 
pany. When asked about this, Mr. 
Gates said the difficulty was only a 
small one, and intimated that it was 
a matter of price. The new company 
will be ready for operation by July l, 
when, if present plans are followed, 
offices will be opened. Mr. Gates ob- 
jects to having it called a trust, and 
maintains that not a single element of 
a trust enters into the matter. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Gates said:. 

“This is simply a combination of all 
the big steel companies into one con- 
cern which purchases the various 
plants outright at figures that have 
been agreed upon ahd accepted. It will 
be a splendid thing for the industry 
and the concern will begin business 
about July 1, at New York, with Mr. 
As to the capital 
stock, I cannot say definitely, but it 
will be over $500,000,000, and may reach 
twice that sum.” 

‘How many companies will be taken 
in?’ 

“T don’t know the exact number, but 
the combination will be far-reaching— 
very far-reaching. In fact, I guess it 
will take in all the companies worth 
having.” 

‘What were the trade conditions that 
led to the combination or made it 
so advisable?’ 

“As a matter of fact, I did not at- 
tend the New York conference, and 
don’t. know what the ideas on the 
subject were. Speaking for myself, 
I should say that it would be a splen- 
did thing, because there will be but 
one distributor.” 

“Will any of the factories be shut 
down or the output curtailed?” 

“By no means. There is business 
enough for all of them.” 

“Will there be a rise in prices?’ 

Mr. Gates considered a moment be- 
fore answering, and then said: “Would 
it not be natural with but one distrib- 
utor where formerly there were many, 
that business would be better and that 
prices would also be better?” 

When asked what effect the combina- 
tion would have upon his company 
Mr. Gates rseplied that the effect would 
be good, but declined to specify in 
what particular. “I really don’t know 
the inside of the affair,’’ he declared, 
“and will be better able to tell more 
about it when I hear from New York. 
I know in a general way that all the 
arrangements have been made for the 
consolidation.” 

Mr. Gates was shown a list of the 
concerns said to have been sold to 
the new company, and said he guessed 
the list was all right so far as it went, 
but intimated that it was incomplete. 
The list shown, together with their 


capital stock, is as follows: “Carnegie 
Steel afid Iron Company, $100,000,000; 
National Steel Company, $50,000,000; 


American Steel Hoop Company, 
000.000: American Tin Plate Company, 


$40,000,000; Federal Steel Company, 
$99,251,900; American Steel and Wire 
Company, $90,000,000. In addition to 


the above the Rockefeller Mesaba fron 
interests were admitted to be in the 
combine, but their capitalization was 
not given. 

Mr Gates laughed at the report that 
instead of a combination of the usual 
sort, the combination might take the 
form of an agreement to work in har- J 
mony after having obtained a con- 
trolling interest in the capital stock 
of the various companies. He asserted 
that there was no “harmony” busi- 
ness in it, but an out and out com- 
bination, with a capital stock large 
enough to affright any man unaccus-

KILLED BY SAMOANS, 


STORY OF THE DEATHS OF 
LANSDALE AND MONAGHAN. 


The German Hufnagel Told the 
Americans and English That No - 
Rebels Were About, 


NATIVES HID IN THE GRASS. 


ALLIED FORCES COMPELLED TO 
BEAT A RETREAT. 


Six of Our Men and Six of the Brit. 
ish Killed as Against Forty- 
thtee Natives—Dead Officers 
Beheaded, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5.—The:reg-. 
ular correspondent of the Associated 
Press, writing from Apia, Samoa, under 
date of April 20, gives a detailed ac- 
which Lieut. 
Lansdale and Ensign Monagahan of 
the American navy and Lieut. Free- 
man of the British navy lost their 
lives. 

April 1, a landing party, made up 
of sixty American sailors and marines 
and sixty-two English sailors and 
about one hundred and twenty natives, 
proceeded to Vailele to break up an 
assemblage of rebels who had been 
committing depredations in the vicin- 
ity. The party was under command 
of Lieut. Freeman, first officer of the 
Tauranga, and with him were Lieuts. 
Cave of the Porpoise and Hickman of 
the Royalist. The Americans were un- 
der command of Lieut. Lansdale, who 
had with him Ensign Monagahan and 
Lieut. Perkins of the Marine Corps.. 
Dr. Lung of the Philadelphia also ac- 
companied the expedition. 

When the party had reached the 
German plantation, Lieut. Cave asked 
Capt. Hufnagel, the German manager, 
if there were any Samoans in the 
vicinity. The manager said that none 
had been there that day. At that 
very moment and within a few hun- 
dred yards of the expedition was a 
large body of rebels. Hufnagel advised 
that a return home be made, by way 
of the main road through the planta- 
tion, as everything was quite safe and 
no rebels had been about. Three other 
Germans were with Hufnagel and 
heard this conversation. No one gave 
any warning of danger. 

The march to the beach was com- 
menced, and no sooner had the men 
got. out of the plantation premises 
when at a bend in the road, 400 yards 
away, large numbers of rebels were 
seen. A Colt automatic gun, of which 
the natives have great dread, was im- 
mediately brought forward. It refused 
to act. The rebels got off clean, and 
a halt was made to fix the gun. This 
took half an hour, and Lieut. Lansdale 
fired a few trial shots. The gun 
worked all right, and the march was 
resumed with the friendly natives in 
the lead. 

Misled by the information of Huf- 


’ nagel, it was decided to return by the

main road. The open space where 
the Germans had been massacred by 
Mataafa, ten years ago, was passed 
and the troops marched down the 
road into a narrow gully, the sides of 
which were covered with buffalo grass. 
On the top of the slope, just after 
the last) of the troops had begun to 
march through the gully, the rebels 
fired on them. The line was about 
three hundred yards in length. The 
rebels were lying in the long grass, 
while some were in the tops of cocoa- 
nut trees. The Colt gun again re- 
fused to act, and while Lieut. Lans- 
dale was trying to fix it, he was 
wounded in the knee. 

At the beginning of the fight, Lieut. 
Freeman was shot through the chest 
and fell dead. The friendly natives 
retreated at the first fire, and the 
whole force was thrown into confusion. 
The retreat was imperative, end the 
automatic gun was accordingly aban- 
doned after the ammunition had been 
aken away, 
rendering it still more useless. The al- 


The natives 
thought him dead and cut off ‘his 
right ear. The shock brought him to 
his senses and he escaped. 

Thereafter Hufnagel, the German 
manager was arrested for complicity 
in the fight of April 1. He is held on 
board the German ship Falke, under 
pledge from her commander “to return 
him to Capt. Stuart upon demand. 

Affidavits have been made by men 
engaged in the Vailele fight that a 
white man was with the rebels, direct- 
ing them throughout the engagement. 
Hufnagel answers the description of 
this man exaetly. He was seen at the 
station, and gave misleading informa- 
tion to the troops as they passed his 
house on the way out, bul awhen they 
returned he was not to be seen... De- 
serters on Mataafa’s side say that ona 
previous occasion Hufnagel had a 
narrow escape from being shot while 
ehcouraging the rebels to attack.

April 17, Vailima, the home of. Robert 
Louis Sterenson, was shelled by the 
Porpoise, as it had been occupied by 
rebels who were firing on the ailied 
forces. The house is utterly ruined. 
From that time to now, the rebels have 
kept away from Apia, although they 
are within an hour’s march from town. 
There is no sign of a surrender. ‘De- 
fiance and death” is the rebel cry. 

,March 25, Admiral Kautz, in order to 
give the Mataafans a chance to submit 
without more bloodshed, issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 

“It is hereby made known to all Sa- 
moans that Malietoa Tanumafili has 
been installed as King of Samoa by the 
combined naval forces of Great Britain 
and America on March 23. His flag 
was saluted by the warships of these 
powers. Now, all Samoans of the so- 
called Mataafa seetion are informed 
that if they acknowledge, by sending 
deputations at once from each district, 
their lawful King Malietoa Tanumafili, 
who holds ‘this position by the great 
treaty and decision of the Chief Justice 
under it, they will be allowed to return 
to their homes and resume their usual 
vocations, without molestation. The 
very strongest measures will be taken 
against all rebels who do not comply 
with this proclamation.” 

No answer was sent to this, although 
the rebels considered it at a full meet- 
ing. It was stated they were at first 
willing to obey, but German influence 
persuaded them to hang out for news 
from Germany, Which was sure to ar- 
rive ‘by the next mail. Instead of 
obeying, the rebels threw up barricades 
and prepared for active war. 

TWO ACTIVE PARTICIPANTS.

SAN FRANCISCO, -May 5.—The 
steamer Alameda, which left here sev- 
eral weeks ago for Australie, via Hon- 
olulu and Apia, had as passengers from 
Apia for Australia two active partici- 
pants in the fight which took piacc 
near Apia several weeks ago, in which 
Lieut. Lansdale. and Ensign Mona- 
ghan lost their lives. They were Ma- 
rine Corporal Harry Hunt and Marine 
John Foxworthy of the British war- 
ship Porpoise, both having been 
wounded in the battle.

In the quarrel ‘over the possession 
of his arms Hunt managed to-get on 
his feet, and a blow from an ax, in- 
tended to decapitate him, fell short, 
but cut off one of his ears.

NEW YORK, May  5.—[Exclusive 
DispatchyThe reported disappearance 
of supplies contributed by Theosophists 
throughout the country for the relief 
of the destitute in Cuba, is still un- 
explained, and; as stated before, will 
not be expjlained till Mrs. Catherine A. 
Tingley ,the head of the International 
Brotherhood League, a Theosophical 
society, returns here from California. 
Mrs. Tingley had the matter in charge 
and personally conducted the distribu- 
tion in Santiago of the first contribu- 
tion by the societies. 3 

The supplies in question are those 
which were supposed to arrive at San- 
tiago immédiagely after Mrs. Tingley 
left that city-for-the neorth,March. 20, 
and a list of which was left by her 
with Mayor Barcardi with instructions 
for the distribution of the same. It is 
known theshipment in question was 
to have been a large one. It is also 
known that no official notice has been 
received at the New York office of the 
arrival of the supplies. 

The New York Herald correspondent 
says that up to April 12 neither Mayor 
Barcardi nor the customhouse officials 
had heard anything further regarding 
the shipment, and that there was noth- 
ing in the possession of those officials 
io 6c show that the supplies had ever 
left.New York. 

There is no doubt in the minds of 
the members of the society here, but 
that the supplies reached their desti- 
nation intact, as Mrs. Tingley has 
their implicit confidence. But still, 
has been said before, the supplies haVe 
not been officially accounted for, and 
to all accounts have disappeared. The 
question is, where is the report?

“The statement that there was con- 
siderable uneasiness among the con- 
tributors as to the disposal of the sup- 
plies is entirely without foundation.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The double 
hanging of William Strather and 
Charles Winston at the District Jail 
passed off quietly. The two colored 
men started for the scaffold just at 
noon, and sewen minutes later they 
were swinging from the gallows. 
‘Several ministers were with them 
throughout the morning, and both men 
neglected a light luncheon: séht them 
by the warden in order to sing and 
pray with their spiritual advisers. Win- 
ston and Strather both sang on the 
way from their cell to the scaffold, 
and continued to sing until the drop 
fell. 

Strather killed Rose Talbot, who had 
left her husband to live with him. The 
murder was committed with a hatchet 


October 13, 1897. Winston shot his 
wife Emma, while in bed, December 
13, 1897. He at first claimed that his 


wife attempted to kill him, and then 
committed suicide, but at a second 
trial he admitted having killed the 
woman, Strather was: about 25, his 
occupation being that of a newsboy. 
Winston was about 24.

them lay the dead bodies of three reb- 
els. Monagahan, before the last man 
left him, shot the chief Aiono dead 
as he was advancing on Lansdale. De- 
serters from Mataafa’s side relate how 
Monagahan stood over Lansdale until 
that officer was shot dead, and then 
tried to escape -himself, but was un- 
able to do so. When the main party 
reached the beach, it was found that 
four men were missing, besides the 
officers. They were Edsall and Butler 
of the Philadelphia, and Long and 
Prout from the British ships. 

Dr. Lung, who had been conspicuous 
for his coolness and bravery under fire, 
took command of the American forces, 
and on the approach of reinforce- 
ments,.the rebels retired. Several of 
the. Malietoa natives lost their lives. 
The decapitated bodies of the three 
Officers were recovered on the field next 
morning, and on Easter Sunday the 
bodies were buried with the heaga, 
which had been recovered by a French 
priest. 

All the leading American and British 
officials and residents . were present. 


_The Germans were conspicuous by their 


absence, the only-one attending being 
Pastor Margraf, who had known Lans- 
dale in the United States., The Ger- 
man warship Falke had her flag at 
half-mast, and her officers sent ashore 
two wreaths entwined with the Ger- 
man national colors. 

In the fight there were killed on the 
Mataafa side forty-three and fifty were 
wounded.

The receiver is ordered 
discharged.

“Under these conditions, Judge Oster 
held: (1) That the water company was 
entitled to an injunction restraining the 
city from collecting water rates or 
taking possession; (2) that the city was 
entitled to an injunction restraining 
the water company from. collecting 
water rates and from taking a sum of 
money amounting to over $30,000 then 
deposited in the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ Bank, until an adjustment had 
been made defining the proprietary in- 
terests of the parties concerned: (3) 


that a receiver should he appointed 
who should take possession of the 
rents, issues and profits of the water 


company, including rates until a final 
adjudication might settle tue 
to which each of the litigants would be 
entitled. The watdr company con- 
tended that in view of the fact that 
the contract did not require the deliv- 
ery of possession until the payment of

A GOOD MOVE. 

It appears from Washington dis- 
patches that the government has de- 
cided to take measures at once for 
the better protection of United States 
interests in Central.America. The 
converted yacht Viking is to be dis- 
patched for duty in Central Ameri- 
can waters as soon as possible. The 
draught of this vesse! is only about 
eight feet. By reason of this ght 
draught she will be able to enter the 
shallow waters on the eastern coast 
of Central America, which cannot be 
done by our heavier-draught vessels 
now in those waters. The Viking 
can get within close range of any of 
the Central American coast towns, 
and her formidable armament will 
enable her to do terrible execution in 
case the dread necessity for it should 
arise. 

The action of the government in 
sending this vessel into Central 
American waters is a wise precau- 
tion. and its presence there will add 
materially to the respect in which 
the American government and people 
are held by. the inhabitants of the 
Central American’ republics. For 
some time past these people have 
shown by their: actions that they 
were lacking in a proper respect for 
the United States. American  citi- 
zens have been treated discourteously 
and have been made the victims of 
{injustice on several occasions. It is 
time for us to show greater firmness 
in our treatment of these people, and 
of all peoples who show disrespect 
to our flag. 

Every American citizen whose busi- 
ness or inclination makes him a s0- 
journer in a foreign land, should be 
enabled to feel, with truth, that the 
protection of the starry banner of 
freedom is round about him at all 
times and under all circumstances. 
To this protection every loyal Amer- 
ican citizen is entitled, whether he 
resides at home or abroad, The gov- 
ernment is moving in the right di- 
rection, and should keep on moving 
until every foreign nation is con- 
vinced that we mean to protect our 
own. 


TREASONABLE OPPOSITION. 

The unreasonable, irrational (if 
not treasonable,) opposition to the 
course of the government in attempt- 
ing to. restore order and prevent an- 
archy in the Philippines, is due to a 
dense ignorance of real conditions in 
those unhappy islands. Such ignor- 
ance on the part of those worthy, yet 
misguided persons who pose as teach- 
ers and philanthropists is certainly 
inexcusable and deplorable. Before 
making further exhibitions of them- 
selves before the public in opposition 
to the course of action in the Phil- 
ippines, the leaders of the so-called 
anti-expansion policy should en- 
deavor to acquire an elementary 
knowledge, at least, of the character 
of the people who are attempting, by 
a species of guerrilla warfare, to pre- 
vent the exercise of the lawful au- 
thority of the United States in those 
islands. To men of the Bryan stripe, 
who improve every opportunity to 
oppose the government from purely 
partisan motives, no appeal to reason, 
candor, or patriotism available. 
None are so blind as those who re- 
fuse to see. But there are many 
eminent men in this country enlisted 
among the opponents of our course 
in the Philippines, whose standing 
entitles them to respectful considera- 
tion, and their views and influence 
in respect to this question will carry 
considerable weight with thoughtful, 
unbiased people. To this class of 
men we appeal for an intelligent con- 
sideration of the in question 
upon its merits.

pire of Spain was limited only by 
the boundary lines of the earth.

The imperium of Spain ad- 
mitted of no alternative except ex- 
plicit. obedience. The demands of 
Spanish civilization were complied 
with only on unconditional submis- 
sion. Before the temporal power of 
Castile, every knee must bow. To 
the spiritual power, which was an 
inseparable adjunct. of the temporal 
under the sovéreignty of Spain, every 
tongue must confess. By the aggres- 
Sive and almost irresistible exercise 
of. these joint and several powers, 
temporal and spiritual, Spain reduced 
her subjects to a condition but lit- 


tained, in every land where the Cas- 
tillan power was exercised, need not 
be enumerated. The partial éxtermi- 
nation of the inhabitants of Cuba, is 
fresh upon the tablet of the mind. 
Bloody Cuba is a true exponent of 
Spanish civilization. 

In every part of the world where 
Spanish sovereignty once prevailed, 
there you will find to this day the 
influence and example of Spanish 
civilization. Though Spanish sov- 
ereignty has been overthrown, yet 
Castilian influence and _ civilization 
still remain in their pristine vigor. So 
strongly and so thoroughly was this 
Civilization and influence impressed 
upon the subject races that they have 
become an inseparable incident of 
the character of all people whu came 
under Spanish sovereignty. How 
was this result effected? Simply by 
the amalgamation of a dominant with 
a servient race.

The other 
nine millions are ‘“‘peons” or slaves, of 
an inferior type, weak in mind, puny 
in stature, and exhibiting the domi- 
nant traits of the Indian race. They 
are a race of blanket-wearers, cling- 
ing by intuition to the natural in- 
Stincts of their savage ancestors. The 
Same conditions, with certain modi- 
fications, will be found in all coun- 
tries once dominated by Spain. In 
the Philippines the great body of 
the natives are a mongrel race, due 
to the intermarriage of Spanish, or 
descendants of Castilian people, with 
the Aborigines, Malays, Chinese, and 
Other types of a low order. 

Our presént knowledge of the con- 
ditions jx the Philippines shows that, 
like Mexico, the islands have a large 
population ranking with Europeans, 
and a much larger population, con- 
Stituting what the anti-expansionists 
term the ‘“‘majority,” of the mongrel, 
or mixed races, consisting of half- 
breed Malays, Chinese, and a nonde- 
Script aggregation of half savages, 
possessing just enough intelligence to 
make them dangerous when ¢€ntrusted 
with the agencies of government. 
They are upon niuch the same plane 


{aS the ignorant negroes of our South- 


ern States. 

Now the proposition of the wise, 
yet terribly misguided anti-expan- 
Sionists, whose enthusiasm has over- 
reached their judgment, is to place 
the ruling, or upper classes, so desig- 
nated by thé decree of nature, in the 
Philippines, people who attain the 
Standard of European civilization, un- 
der the domination of the “majority” 
under the well-defined rules of re- 
publican government. In other 
words, the wise men of the anti-ex- 
pansion party purpose to place the 
igh class, intelligent people of the 
Philippines, including the large con- 
tingent of people of the Caucasian 
type in Manila, under the domination 
of a-fanatical, half-civilized army of 
mongrels and halt-breéds, led by that 
nineteenth-century freak, Aguinaldo, 
under the specious plea of “majority 
rule.” 

l’'rom the very nature of conditions 
in the Philippines, it is utterly im- 
practicable and irrational to put in 
practi¢é the principle ‘of majority 
rule.

NOT ALL GOLD THAT GLITTERS. 

Venturesome prospectors and others 
in this section who may have been 
_ thinking of going off to the asserted 
_golden El Dorado out on the.Mojave 
Desert should be, and doubtless are, 
grateful to Tap Trmes for the early 
and complete exposé of this latest 
mining fake. 

The news sent out from Kramer 
to some of the local papers, which 
news has been published with many 
embellishments in San Francisco 
painted the strike on. the 
desert as the biggest mineral  dis- 
covery that has been made since the 

Randsburg mines were located four 
years ago last month. “No such gold 
ore ever was found in America be- 
fore.” SO said the’ imaginative 
author of these dispatches. The ore 
was said to assay all the way from 
$15 to $600 a ton, the vein being from 
twenty to thirty feet wide and trace- 
able for four or five miles. 

Such exaggerated stories as this 
carry their own refutation in the 
mind of amy one who has had but a 
slight experience in a mining country. 
A ledge of gold ore two @eet wide 
that will average in value the lowest 
figure above quoted ‘s a good enough 
thing for the mining man who knows 
his business. 

The investigation by Tap Times 
established the fact that this report 
of a wonderfully-rich gold field is a 
tissue of falsehoods; that there is 
no excitement among the miners on 
the desert; that no crowd of pros- 
pectors is rushing in; that one 
party of miners who have heen work- 
ing for nearly three years have 
merely paid their expenses; while 
others have not even done that much, 
and that a large section of the desert 
which shows no indications of min- 
eral has» been staked out, in the 
hope that claims may be sold to 
credilous individuals. * 

Any one who has resided for some 
time in the western mining region 
has -had occasion to note the hard- 
ships that are worked by these false 
reports of great mineral discoverles, 
which are made the most of in the 
local press and then sent broadcast 
over the country, causing a great 
rush of thoughtless and reckless in- 
dividuals, who imagine that they are 
going to make a fortune in a few 
weeks, or months. The Rocky Moun- 
tain region, from Arizona on the 
south up to Alaska on the north, is 
dotted over with the remains of what 
were for a short period flourishing 
little towns, with stores, schools, 


of western civilization. They flour- 
ished ‘just as long as the newcomers 
brought in money, for, in many cases, 
none was ever taken out of the 
ground. 

It is not so much the hardy pros- 
pector who is to be pitied when he 
makes for these new “diggins,” for 
both he and his patient burro are 
aecustomed to. such disappointments. 
It is part of the regular routine of 
their lives. Those who are most to 
be cOmmiserated are the numerous 
persons of moderate means, who are 
anxious to better their circumstances 
and think they see a chance to do so

CLEWS ON. “EXPANSION.” 


cier, in his latest weekly financial 
review, discourses interestingly on 
the subject of so-called territorial ex- 
pansion. As expressing the view 
taken of this question by the great 
‘financial center, of which Mr. Clews's 
opinion may be taken as fairly repre- 
sentative, his remarks on this theme 
are of sufficient interest to warrant 
a somewhat extended quotation. Mr. 
Cléws says: 

“To all, it is cenfessedly a question 
with many sides, and. calling for in- 
formation, But it is nevertheless a 
matter in which all classes feel a deep 
interest,—an interest so deep that men 
prefer to do some thinking and in- 
vestigating before they reach an 
affirmative conclusion. For this rea- 
son, the question may be regarded as 
being just now in its silent and brood- 
ing stage. It may be safely assumed, 
however, that a policy aiming only in- 
cidentally at the acquisition of terri- 
tory and directly and permanently at 
a great expansion of our foreign trade 
and, at the same time, at a future bet- 
ter protection of our external inter- 
ests, must appeal very effectively to 
the national sense of self-interest 
and to the _ patriotic pride of 
our people. With the large  pa- 
triotic mass of the American pub- 
lic, this new development cannot 
fail to receive an encouraging r1recep- 
tion; and that favorable prepossession 
can only gain in strength in propor- 
tion as this promised. commercial ex- 
pansion comes to be understood in its 
full length and _. breadth. Public 
opinion has yet to give a fair hearing 
to the minority opposed to the 
change. The class who follow party 
policies through thick and thin are 
waiting to see where the question will 
stand in political platforms; and 
more still are reserving their con- 
clusions until Congressional discussion 
has thrown its uncertain light upon 
the question. But whilst, pending 
this formative stage of opinion, the 
subject may appear to be surrounded 
with some uncertainty, men who 
understand the influences that go 
farthest in the shaping of popular 
sentiment, ‘can have little doubt- that a 
policy which appeals so directly to 
the passion for national greatness and 
prosperity, will finally bring a large 
majority of our people to the support 
of the policy of commercial and in- 
dustrial expansion. In proportion as 
the public moves toward this conclu- 
sion, the men of finance will come to 
gradually anticipate the approach of 
an era of national expansion with 
which nothing in our history can 
compare; and, as that prospect be- 
comes clearer, confidence will in- 
crease and American investments will 
The specta- 
cle of national greatness then pre- 
sented will infuse new confidence into 
New World éntérprise, and nothing 
can prevent our marching on toward 
an era of national greatness unparal- 
leled in the history of mankind.”

Facts About the “Sherman” and Her 
Companion Ships. 

The powerful government trans- 
port “Sherman” (formerly the ‘‘Mo- 
bile’) which recently made the voy- 
age from Manila to San Francisco, 
was built by Harland & Wolff of Bel- 
fast, in 1894, and since coming into the 
possession of the United States has 
undergone material changes and im- 
provements, in order to convert her 
into a first-class troopship. 

Her principal dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Length, 445 feet; breadth, 49 
feet; depth from keel to beams, 34 
feet. Net tonnage, 3725; gro ton-~ 
nage, 5780. Diameter of cylinders, 
22% inches, 36% inches and 60 inches;

AMERICAN INTERESTS. 


Those in Central America to Have 
Constant Protection. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, May 5.—A special from 
Washington to the Herald says that 
measures have been initiated by the 
Navy Department which contemplates 
providing constant protection for Amer- 
ican interests in Central America. AS 
a result of a consultation between As- 
sistant Secretary Allen and Rear-Ad- 
miral Crowninshield, instructions have 
been given to Rear-Admiral Hichborn, 
chief constructor, to fit out the con- 
verted yacht Viking for duty in Cen- 
tral American waters as expeditiously 
as possible. The Viking’s small draught 
will permit her to enter the shallow 
waters on the eastern coast of Central 
America, so that the American flag 
will be flying sonatentty at Honduras 

nd Nicaraguan ports. 

The to send the Viking 
to Central America is the result of the 
communications received at the State 
Department from Americans in Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica. On account of 
their draught the cruisers of the De- 
troit class are compelled to lie four 
or five miles out from Bluefields, and 
even gunboats of the Marietta class, 
firawing only twelve feet, are unable 
to approach close to the town. The Vik- 
ing, drawing only eight feet six inches, 
will not encounter any difficulty’ in 
getting within close range of that or 
any other town on the Central Ameri- 
can coast. 

Acting Secretary Allen said that no 
word had been received from the De- 
troit, but it is said that Commander 
Dayton and Minister Merry are con- 
tinuing their investigation obtaining 
affidavits from Americans, etc., bearing 
upon their refusal to pay double duties 
on good immediately paid by them 
into Nicaragua.

However, two 
boards or commissions of army engi- 
neers favored San Pedro, and, accord- 
ingly, the Senate asked its Committee 
on Commerce to study the whole coast 
between Point Drum and Point Cap- 
istrano. About two years ago the so- 
called deep-water commission, of 
which Admiral Walker was chairman, 
once more reported in favor of San 
Pedro, although the Santa Monica site 
was nearer Los Angeles, and thus the 
accumulation of professional opinion 
in the same direction became _ great, 
while on San Pedro's side were also 
the extensive improvements of its in- 
terior harbor already made. 

The Walker commission recommended 
the construction of a very long break- 
water, and it was the dumping of 
the first bargeload of . material 
for this breakwater on the re- 
ceipt of @_ telegraphich message 
from President McKinley at Wash- 
ington,, that San Pedro and Los 
Angeles have just celebrated.

Wantes to Lease the River. 

F. J. Talamantes has petitioned the 
City Council for a five years’ lease of 
the bed of the Los Angeles River from 
the Southern Pacific company’s bridge 
at Buena Vista street to the First- 
street bridge. He proposes to put in 
gates and wise the bed of the river as 
a place for pasturing stock. The place 
is now extensively used for that. pur- 
pose, there being at all times enough 
water there for the use of the cattle, 
and the petitioner points out that the 
city receives no revenue from this 
source. He offers to pay a reasonable 
rental for the exclusive use of the 
property.

TO WEAR STRIPES. 


THE LONG BEACH BOYS SENTENCED 
TO THE STATE’S PRISON, 


The District Attorney Represented 
to the Jury One Thing, but 
the Court Held an Independent 
Opinion. 


The boys, Henry Laub and Henry 
Tisdell, who were the victims of the 
Polish junk dealer, Matuzesski and De- 
tectiye Goodman and fell into the trap 
that had been prepared for them at 
Long Beach, came before the court 
yesterday for sentence. Judge Shaw 
sentenced Laub to San Quentin for 
two years, and the colored boy Tisdell 
to Folsom for the same period of time. 
As the sentence fell from the lips of 
the court, Mrs. Laub, who. was sit- 
ting in the body of the court,. raised 
a cry of protest, and through her tears 
called out not to send her boy to the 
prison. Her grief was uncontrollable, 
and after she had retired to the re- 
porters’ room, her cries of anguish 
could at intervals be heard through the 
closed door. After court had ad- 
journed, and when she was taken to 
her home, Mrs. Laub became ‘quite 
hysterical, and her shrieks and. sob- 
bing resounded through the corri- 
dors While she was being=removed. 
All of this is part of the victory of 
the Police Department. Goodman 
started out to land the youths in 
prison, and they are now en route to 
the penitentiary. Of the three felony 
cases fixed against the boys, the re- 
sult has been one practical. acquittal, 
one conviction, and one case that was 
dismissed. The case in which the de- 
fendants were convicted was tried by 
Judge Shaw, in the absence of Judgé 
Smith in another. department. The 
court took _the position: throughout 
the trial, and so charged the jury, 
that however reprehensible might have 
been the conduct of Goodman and Mat- 
uzesski,. it Was no part of the case 
on trial, and was not, therefore, a 
question fer the consideration of the 
jury in determining the guilt or the in- 
nocence of the defgndants. The re-

As shown above, the District Attor- 
ney was willing on the trial of the 
boys on the second charge that they 
should be sent to the Reform School, 
but even if it were not so, there is 
neither legal nor moral law which 
makes it incumbent upon a court to 
punish a defendant for exercising his 
constitutional right in demanding a 
trial in excess of one who enters his 
plea of guilty. 

The case of Laub and Tisdell is 

closed, but the facts developed during 
their trial leave Goodman and Matu- 
zesski in a curious position. Mr. -Me- 
Comas more th?an once stated to the. 
jury that Matuzesski ought to be in 
the State’s prison. It was shown be- 
yond question that he was guilty of 
conspiring to commit burglary, and of 
having received stolen goods. It was 
also shown by several witnesses that 
he kept a gambling house for boys, 
sold them liquor and employed them to 
steal for'him. It is known, too, tp 
the law officers that other testimony 
along the same line is procurable. The 
Polish junk dealer has been in trou- 
ble before, but despite all this notori- 
ous and flagrant violation of the law, 
he has with Goodman and in the hands 
of Goodman been the means of rail- 
roading the boys, Laub and Tisdell, 
to the State’s prison. 
One interesting point was developed 
at the trial, too, and that was that 
Matuzesski intended to pay and was in 
the act of paying, $4 to the boys while 
the goods were being stolen, as part 
payment on account, the balance to be 
paid later on when the goods were 
sold. Matuzesski repeatedly admitted 
this, and said he was only prevented 
from paying the money b the ar- 
rival of Goodman. From what source 
did the Pole expect to have that $4 
returned to him? It was admitted that 
when he gave Laub 25 cents to go to 
Long Beach and get the goods ready 
for delivery he may have had a differ- 
ent idea in his mind, yet later he was 
expecting to happen just what did hap- 
pen, viz.: that Goodman would emerge 
from his hiding place and take pos- 
session of both goods and boys. °*:%- 
uzesski, therefore, could not have ex- 
pected to receive back his $4 from 
profit on the stolen goods. The ques- 
tion as to who was to recoup the junk 
dealer was not answered by the pros- 
ecution, but probably Goodman could 
at least hazard an approximately cor- 
rect answer. But as Matuzesski swore 
positively that he received no -re- 
ward of any kind from the Police De- 
artment, and that he did not antici- 
ate making any profit out of the 
goods, it may be that, inspired by a 
high regard for law and justice, he ex- 
pended both time and money without 
hope of reward in an effort to capture 
two burglariously-inclined boys and 
oblige his friend, Detective Goodman. 
In which case Matuzesski did himself 
great wrong while upon the witness 
stand. 


A GROCER’S MONEY. 


The Public Administrator Gets Little 


Satisfaction from Mrs. Seekatz. 
Mrs. Alice Seekatz was up in the pro- 
bate department yesterday on a cita- 
tion to show what she had done with 
certain moneys which, it was contended 
belonged to the estate of the late Edwin 
Robinson, an old groceryman of East 
Los Angeles, who died last February. 
Counsel representing the Public Ad- 
ministrator began a series of interro- 
gations tending to open up the main 
case, and to this course of procedure. 
Judge Campbell called a halt. Mrs. See- 
katz acknowledged that she had re- 
ceived about $300 from the deceaed, of 
which certain amounts were to be paid 
out in his behalf and the remainder 
was to. be retained by her for services 
as nurse, etc. Judge Campbell held that 
as the witness had stated the facts re- 
garding the possession of the money, 
and stated that she held it adversely to 
the.claimants, they must go elsewhere 
to recover possession, and thereupon 
the citation was dismissed. 


BRYCE STILL DISCONTENTED. 


Habeas Corpus Application Made to 
the Supreme Court. 

W. R. Bryce is the plumber who was 
charged with an assault with a deadly 
weapon upon J. Pepe, a shoemaker 
who carries on business in a little shop * 
in the rear of the Los Angeles _Bank, 
and who was allowed to plead guilty to 
simple assault. When Bryce was about 
to be sentencted by Judge Shaw he 


stated in a somewhat nonchalant man- 


ner that he would prefer to pay a fine, 
as he had no desire to see his business 
go to pieces during an enforced av- 
sence in the County Jail. The Court 
thereupon levied a fine of $150, with the 
alternative of seventy-five days in jail. 

Hugh J. Crawford, who acted as 
Bryce’s attorney, applied in the Su- 
perior Court on Thursday for a writ 
of habeas corpus, and upon being re- 
fused the relief sought, has made a 
similar applicatign in the Supreme 
Court of the State..The grounds of ap- 
plication are taken under the Whitney 
Act, as the act of March $31, 1891 has 
been popularly known, and some sec- 
tiogs of which measure have been 
knocked out by the Supreme Court, and 
others not heretofore challenged are 
disputed by attorneys and even courts 
of subordinate jurisdiction. . 

In the present case..it is contended 
that the judgment and sentence passed 
upon Bryce are illegal and void, and 
that his incarceration in jail is illegal 
and void under section % of the act 
already referrd to, and which act pro- 
vided for the creation of police courts in 
Los Angeles, and by virtue of section 
2 those courts are granted exclusive 
jurisdiction of the following offenses: 
Petty larceny, assault or battery, not 
charged to have been committed upon 
a public officer, etc. It is therefore con- 
tended that the Superior Court had no 
jurisdiction to accept Bryce's plea of. 
guilty to simple assault, nor had it

State would be willing to “accept the 
plea of guilty to simple assault. 
The question thus being raised is 
viewed differently. In the criminal de- 
partment Judge Smith has generally 
held that where an offense contains 
within itself a lesser offense, a defen- 
dant can plead to either one or the 
other, although properly speaking, the 
minor charge would be one ordinarily 
falling within the province of the minor 
courts to deal with. But a number of 
attorneys believe the contrary, and that 
in a case such as that at bar the de- 
fendant is practically brought into the 
Superior Court on the one charge only; 
for, as the Police Court has exclusive 
jurisdiction of cases of assault that mi- 
nor charge falls into abeyance as soon 
as a defendant is taken into the Su- 
perior Court. There is a third contin- 
gent, however, who maintain that the 
section of the act of March 31, 1891, un- 
der which this habeas corpus applica- 
tion is being made, is unconstitutional, 
and that it, too, will probably be 
knocked out by the Supreme Court. 


THE TRUMAN DIAMOND. 


Judge York Holds That the Defend- 
ant May Retain the Gem. 


Judgment for defendant — has been 
rendered by Judge York in the suit of 
Mrs. ‘Augusta Truman against John 
W. Young to recover possession of a 
diamond, and by this decision honors 
are even as between the contending 
parties, for on the first trial the plain- 
tiff obtained judgment. The Supreme 
Court reversed the first judgment, how- 
ever, for a defect in the complaint. 

The principal controversy in the case 
was as to the identity of the diamond. 
On the first trial the plaintiff recovered 
judgment. and Judge York then held 
that the identity of the stone had been 
established by circumstances. “The 
identification must rest upon circum- 
stantial evidence,” said the court at 
that time. “It appears that during the 
absence of plaintiff and her family 
rom home a burglary was commit- 
ted in the family residence, and several 
diamonds were stolen therefrom, some 
of which were set in a ring. About two 
months thereafter a party sold to the 
defendant a diamond of the same size 
and color as one stolen from plaintiff, 
and the one sought to be recovered in 
this action. A ring set with diamonds 
and stolen at the same time was sold 
by the same party to another and re- 
covered. The diamond was three and 
one-third carats and worth,$80 per 
karat. Defendant purchased it for $100. 
The circumstance of selling a diamond 
worth $266.66 for $100 casts a suspicion 
upon the seller’s title. The circumstance 
of the diamond coming from the same 
person as the diamond ring stolen at 
the same time and place,-and the fact 
that the diamond sold to defendant is 
of the same size and color as the one 
stolen from plaintiff, leads to the con- 
clusion that the diamond in defendant’s 
possession is the identical 
stolen from plaintiff.” 

But Judge York holds that the evi- 
dence on the new trial is différent. It 
appears that during ‘the absence of the 
plaintiff’s | from home a_burg- 
lary was committed in the family resi- 
dence and several diamonds were 
stolen, including the diamond described 
in the complaint; that thereafter a sim- 
ilar diamond was sold to the defendant 
Young, and that the diamond was sold 
for less than half its value. It further 
appeared that the defendant made cer- 
tain statements’ relative to this and 
other diamonds being the Truman dia- 
monds, merely upon rumor heard by 
him after his purchase. “The court, 
therefore,”” says Judge York, “while 
believing that the evidence on the for- 
mer trial established the identity of 
the diamond, and necessarily trying the 
case with an opinion based upon that 
evidence, cannot allow that opinion to 
prevail on the second trial when de- 
prived of sufficient support,” 

The court points out that much of the 
testimony adduced at the first trial 
was absent from the second, and par- 
ticularly that portion relating to the 
seller ‘of the diamond to You being 
identical wtih the person identified as 
having stolen certain propefty from 
the Truman home.:In the absence of 
this and other strong circumstantial 
evidence, Judge York holds that it is

impossible that the same _ conclusion 
should be reached as on the former 
trial. And for these reasons judgment 
is ordered entered that the plaintiff 
take nothing and that defendant re- 
cover his costs. 


NEWSBOY’S TROUBLE. 


Damage Suit Brought Against the 
Southern California Road. 

Carl E. Mueller avers that he is a 
newsboy in the employ of the Santa 
Fé route news service, and that he ras 
a grievance against the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway Company, upon the 
trains of which corporation he has 
traveled in pursuit of his business. 

Mueller yesterday began a suit 
against the railroad corporation, 
through his attorneys, Smith, McNutt 
and Hannon, and Byron L_ Oliver, 
wherein he makes demand for $15,000 
as damages, an for sundry ather 
sums as set forth in the complaint. It 
is alleged that Mueller was upon the 
train belonging to the defendant com- 
pany which runs between Barstow and 
Los Angeles, on April 4, and was en- 
gaged in selling periodicals, pop- 
corn, and the other miscellaneous 
merchandise supposed to give comfort 
and support to the average traveler. 
When near North Pomona, and while, 
it is alleged, the train was running 
at the rate.of about seventy miles an 
hour, the train ran off the track in 
consequence of the side bar of the en- 
gine breaking, and the car in which 
the plaintiff news-seller was traveling 
was wrecked. It is averred that Muel- 
ler was thrown down violently, and 
his leg badly bruised and wounded. 
his right foot and ankle so crushed and 
so broken as to render him lame and 
disabled, and to prevent him from pur- 
suing any business. His injuries were 
such, also, that he suffered great pain, 
and are alleged to have been of such 
a character as to of necessity disabl> 
him for a long time and probably 
permanently. 

It is stated that the plaintiff is out 
of pocket $500 for physician’s fees, 
nursing, board and attendance; that 
when the accident occurred he had 
upon his person $108, and a gold watch 
valued at $40, and that he was robbed 
of both while lying in an unconscious 
state. 

In these premises Carl Mueller asks 
judgment for $15,000 as damages, for 
$148 for stolen money and the value 
of the watch, @nd for $500 for the 


other items of alleged necessary ex- 


pense incurred by him.

EL PASO DEL NORTE. 


A FOCUS OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT IN TEXAS. 


Rapid Growth of the City—T wo New 
Railways to Help it Along—Min- 
ing for Gold, Silwer and Tur- 
quoise at Jarillas—Gold at 
Grandes. 


[BPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TOMES.) 


’ BL PASO (Tex.,) April 28.—There is 

something truly rormantic as well as 
‘ appropriate in the sound of the name 
' of this bustling, prosperous city, EF 
Paso del Norte, the “Pass of the 
North.” Here seven railroads are dis- 
tributing through this noted pass mil- 
lions of doHars of products. It is easy 
#9 see the part they have played in 
convetiing El Pase from a village of 300 
people in 1880, the year in which the 
first railroad was completed to this 
point, ‘to a prosperous city of 20,000 pop- 
ulation in 1899. Just noav, while looking 
to its future, there is nothing more in- 
teresting to contemplate than the un- 
doubted benefits whtch wil be derived 
from the completion of its two most 
recently-constructed railroads, Paso 
and Northeastern and the Rio Grande, 
Sierra Madre and Pacific. The former 
extends in a northeasterly direction 
from El Paso, and it was at one time 
thought that it would ultimately tap 
the Kansas Southern and. the Fort 
Worth and Denver railroads at Wash- 
burn, Tex., but another connection is 
now being considered. Although it has 
so far been only completed 107 miles, it 
has already brought about a great de- 
velopment along its line. At Jarillos, 
gbout fifty miles from El Paso, about 
500 men are now at work mining fot 
gold, silver and turquoise. There is 
great activity in the mines located 
there, and recently a good deal of ne- 
gotiation has been going on looking to 
the purchase of some of the most prom- 
inent properties. Jarillos is said to be 
a city of tents at present. At Alamo- 
gordo, eighty-six miles from this city, 
is located an immense sawmill, cutting 
100,000 feet of lumber in twenty-four 
hours, and another of equal size will 
soom be completed. At this point the 
Alamogordo and Sacramento Mountain 
Railway, a branch of the Northeastern, 
leaves the main line, running into for- 
ests of immense timber and 
twenty miles beyond. This branch is 
spoken of as_ the “cloud-climbing 
route.” the grades being very steep, 
and the road winding about from ter- 
race to terrace as it were, all the time 
ascending higher and higher. A few 
days ago there was an excursion of El 
Paso architects and builders to this 
wonderful region. It was the opinion 
of these excursionists that those who 
had never been there could not com- 
prehend the grandeur of the scenery 
presented to their view, and that El 
Paso and the State of Texas have in 
this sectioft of the country a summer 
resort second to none. The Northeast- 
ern will be completed as rapidly as 
possible to Salado, about 100 miles be- 
yond Alamogordo, the object being to 
reach with the least possible delay 
the rich coal fields of:Salado, now be- 
ing developed. These coal fields are 
said to be very extensive. When. the 
railroad reaches Salado, El Paso will 
be supplied with an unlimited amount 
of cheap coal, which may make it, one 
of these days, a great manufacturing 
city. In view of the development along 
its line of three great interests, mining, 
lumber and coal, it is easy to see the 
value to this city of the Northeastern 
road. 

The other railroad now under con- 
struction, which promises great things 
for El Paso, extends in an exactly oppo- 
site direction to the Rio Grande, Sierra 
Madre and Pacific, to which I-have al- 
ready referred. It runs down into Old 
Mexico in a southwesterly direction, 
and is at present completed as far as 
Casas Grandes, 152 miles from El Paso, 
It has already touched a rich mining 
region, but this is not the only wealth 
which it is already bringing to El Paso, 
for it has entered a rich stock-raising 
country. A great many cattle are at 
present being shipped to El Paso from 
this section. The movement of cattle, 
‘by the way, from Old Mexico to El 
Paso is very great at present. I learned 
yesterday of one contract for 31,000 
head, and of a number of others for 
5000 and less. The Sierra Madre road 
will be rapidly extended to the Pacific, 
and every mile of it completed will add 
@ certain amount to the trade of El 
Paso. 

As might have been expected, I find 
the same activity in mining circles in 
this city as at present exists in Ari- 
zona. 
Mexico the work of development is go- 
ing on on an extended scale. Not only 
is the Consolidated Kansas City Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company, whose 
‘smelter is located here, overwhelmed 
with business, but the new smelter 
across the. river, two miles from-~Ciu- 
dad Juarez, has more than it can do. 
Large quantities of ore are being sent 
to Leadville and Kansas City to be 
smelted. 

It is easy to see how El Paso benefits 
by all this activity, such as I have at- 
tempted to present in this letter. The 
deeds were recorded today transferring 
the Vendome Hotel property to Charles 
de Groff, the successful proprietor of 
the New Orndorff Hotel in Tucson. Mr. 
de Groff and his wife are both here ht 
present, superintending the repairs and 
improvements going on-in the Ven- 
dome. The price paid fer the property 
is $42,000. 

El Paso people are very anxidus ‘to 
have electric street cars in place of the 
“bobtail” mule cars which furnish at 
present the only street-railway accom. 
modation. The present system is. cer- 
tainly not in accord with the evident 
prosperity of the city. There seems, 
however, to be no early prospect of a 
change. 

It is very evident that El Paso is 
growing rapidly, as new buildings are 
going up on all sides. It is thought 
that it will, before many lears, have a 
population of not less than 75,000. In 
view of the immense development go- 
ing on in the mining regions contigu- 
ous to the city, this does not seem im- 
probable. Since writing the first por- 
tion of this letter news has been re- 
ceived here ofthe certainty of there be- 
ing a big gold camp in the Casas 
Grandes district. This will be on the 
Hennessy & Smith claim, twenty miles 
north of Nueva Casas Grandes. Last 
week a sample from the bottom of their 
Shaft gave $148 gold and 20 per cent 
copper. The prospect has been named 
the Georgia Bell. Development work 
is being rabidly pushed. This is only 
an instance of what is going on.in the 
Casas Grandes district. with which an 
I have already said, El Paso has such 
a connection via the Sierra Madre

THE UNIVERSAL BROTHERHOOD. 
Mrs. Tingley’s Appearance Last 
Evening at Simpson Tab*rnacle. 


Mrs. Katherine A. Tingley, leader 
and official head cf» the Univers 
Brotherhood League, the Isis League 
of Music and Drama, the: Theosophical 
Society, the Eastern and _ Esoteric 
School of Theosophy and the School of 
Revival of the Lost Mysteries, ap- 
peared with her cabinet last evening 
in Simpson Tabernacle to a’ crowded 
house. Besides the illustrious head of 
the various and sundry organizations, 
the names of eleven other speakers 
were announced who were supposed to 
enlighten the ignorant laymen on the 
beauties of the inner and hidden mys- 
teries. 

Mrs. Tingley and her cabinet ar- 
rived last evening from the confer- 
ence at Point Loma, and the object 
of the meeting was to give the un- 
enlightened public some idea of the 
beauties of the elect brotherhood, the 
Eastern and Esoteric School of The- 
osophy, etc., ete., etc. H. T. Palluser, 
chairman of the meeting, introduced 
the first of the twelve speakers, E. 
August Neresheimer, who is president 
of the Universal Brotherhood cabinet. 
August Neresheimer’s address was 
not widely different from the talks 
of the eleven others, so a synopsis of 
it will fairly cover the message which 
a Universal Brotherhood had to de- 

ver. 

First there was an apology for the 
lateness of the hour that marked the 
beginning of the programme, and the 
speaker expressed his regret that the 
scheduled exposition of the soul’s evo- 
lution by means of a Waegnerian duet 
on a grand piano and the pipe organ 
would have to be dispensed with, be- 
cause the two instruments, like many 
human souls, did not harmonize. .The 
speaker gave a brief outline of the 
many subdivisions of the brotherhood. 
He denied that it dealt at all with oc- 
cultism, “spookism,” or any other 
“ism,”’ and explained that, on the con- 
trary, their creed contains the only true 
Philosophy of life; that the human soul 
always existed, but that the mystery 
of life. was lost. 

The Theosophical Society is for 
study—of what. not stated: the Eastern 
and Esoteric School of Theosophy is 
more advanced, for it is for private 
study, and the purpose of the Isis 
League of Music and Drama is to 
bring these two arts back to their 
proper place in the economy of life 
and give a correct portrayal of the 
human soul’s” evolution. But the 
School for the Revival of Lost Mys- 
teries cannot be approached by the 
ordinary mind, its purposes cannot 
be understood; so na attempt was 
made to enlighten the audience. The 
name suggests Hermes, the Lord of 
the Flaming Belt: Zoroaster and the 
more recent and notorious Cagliostro, 
whose mysteries certainly are lost and 
entombed in the mists of oblivion, far 
beyond any hope of resurrection. 

Before Mrs. Tingley had finished 
her address, fully half of the large 
audience had left, and F. M. Pierce, 
who followed her, had to talk to most 
of his hearers while they moved from 
their seats to the door.

MORO AND CABANAS. 


A VISIT TO CUBA’S OLDEST 
FORTIFICATIONS. 
Embarrassments Which American 


Teachers Encoumter in the 
Schools of Cuba, 


EL PATIO DE LAS MUERTES. 
GRUESOME EVIDENCES OF THE 
CRUELTY OF SPAIN. | 


Horrible Chambers of Darkness and 
Mysterious Subterranean 
sagees—Terrible Tales Hold 
by Former Prisoners,

TULIPAN (Havana.) April 23, 1899.— 
Until a few weeks ago, one might a§s 
reasonably have aspired to make a 
walking tour of the moon as a visit 
with notebook and camera to the in- 
terior of Moro and Cabanas. Even un- 
der the new American régime it Was 
equally impossible in war time, and 
now nobody is admitted without a 
special pass, countersigned by some 
commending officer. 

Last Sunday it was my good for- 
tune to be one of a party which spent 
the day exploring these two oldest of 
Spain’s fortifications in Cuba. First 
came the long car ride—forty minutes 


from our suburban residence to the 
Other side of the city; past Gen, 
Ludlow’s headquarters and Blanco’s 
late “‘palacio,’””’ and the new Americag 
postofiice swarmed with our eager 
countrymen. Past the “Columbus 
Cathedral.’ where the great admiral 
no longer sleeps, from which waves of | 
melody were rolling like billows upon | 
a@ shore. Past thousands of good | 
Catholics. mostly women, strolling 
leisurely to matins, mendicants mek- 
ing stock in trade of their sores and 


infirmities. and stalwart Yankee senti- | 


nels patrolling the same beats 
Spain’s ill-fed boy-soldiers 
marched to and fro. Past long lines) 
of gaily-caparisoned donkeys, tied 
head to tail with red, blue and yellow 
tassels at their ears, and harness glit- 
tering with brass; trains of heavily- 
laden bullock carts, each poor, patient 
beast with a chain passed through 
his nose and head bowed to the dust 
by @ weight of wood upon his horns. 
Past men and women strumming upon 
guitars in squalid homes, or sitting 
idly in open doors, apparently without 
@ care in the world, while dirty chil- 
dren played around them, as naked as 
the minute they were born; past al. 
the quaint and varied street life of 
this old town, which to American eyes 
is yet as oddly foreign as the remotest 
corner of Europe. 

Speaking of unclothed children re- 
minds me of an order, promulgated noj 
long azo by the government, regulat- 
ing nakedness in Havana’s horse cars 
and omnibuses. Though both vehicles 
charge the same amount of fare, the 
bug-infested *buges have come to be 
considered ‘second-class,’ because most 
generally patronized by the poorest 
wha can afford to ride; while those 
somewhat higher in the social scale 
confine themselves to the cars. The or- 
der above mentioned drew the lines of 
caste still moré closely, by forbidding 
naked children and men without shirts 
to enter the cars, but not debarring 
them from the ‘buses. Therefore, it is 
a common thing to See a man, clad 
only in cotton trousers, hat and shoes 
or a child airily attired in a necklace 
perched aloft in the swaying coach, 
which holds twelve by close crowding 
Everywhere in Cuba one sees children 
up to 5 or 6 years of age stark naked 
in the streets. often led by their parents 
for a promenade, and in the rural dis- 
tricts they perambulate in a state of 
nature to a considerably later age. It 
is noticeable that the children of well- 
to-do families sometimes wear socks 
anti shoes, but nothing else. 

American teachers, under the new 
school system, find no end of trouble 
with this question of clothes, sending 
home all whose “human form divine’”’ 
is not at least partially covered, to 
the surprise and indignation of their 
parents. Remembering how_poor chil- 
drem in the North go Bases ar in the 
summertime. even to school, the teach- 
ers have gently suggested to the moth- 
ers that the money spent for shoes 
might better be put into shirts and 
trousers. but so far without avail, the 
shoes being considered mecessary, the 
shirts superfluous. 

Arrived at the water’s edge, @ quar- 
ter of a mile from the cathedral door 
and within a stone’s toss of the new 
postoffice. we secured one of the 
chicken-coop boats that constantly ply 
the bay. They are all of the same 
antique pattern, brought from South- 
ern Spain:in some previous century, 
and for dos reales cada uno (20 cents 
each person,) the scarlet-capped Cata- 
lan boatman agreed to row us across 
the intervening stretch of water to the 
fortress nearest the city.

Therefore, the intricacies of the 
great prison, viewed on,the run, recur | 
to mind as an endless labyrinth of | 
cells and corridors, tunnels and dunr-? 
zeons, in which*one might easily iose | 
himself, to be found no more till the | 
resurrection morning. There are enor- 
mous vaulted chambers cut into. the 
solid rock, some in total darkness, 
others pierced by feeble rays of light 
from small holes»near the top; cclis | 
avithout cells, far under-ground, and 
subterranean passages, leading —God | 
knows where. All the large prison- | 
rooms have rows of iron rings driven | 
into the walls, all around at regular | 
intervals, and double rows of gibbet- | 
like framework extending down ihe 
the latter forming two !ong 
benches of solid wood, with beams five. 
feet above them, and from rings and. 
beams heavy iron chains are suspended. | 
Here, we are told, prisoners yet un- 
condemned were confined—those ae 
were merely suspected of hostility 

nately chained to the benches by day | 
and to the avalls at night, let us hope 
with suffigient length of chain to per- 
mit the victims to lie on the stone 
floor. Some of the inner cells, dark as 
Erebus, are hardly wide grave, 
and in each a single short chain; 4 
eted in the clammy stone, tells ° 
own sad story. 

Uppermost in the minds of the be- 
holder is the thought: Had these old 
walls a tongue! QOver the _ portals. of 
this awful prison might well have been 
inscribed: “‘All hope abandon, ye avho 
enter here.” It is a matter of history 
that thousands of Cuban citizens met | 
mysterious deaths within the walls of 
Cabanas. Suspected of.sympathy with 
Cuba libre, they were arrested on the 
most trivial charges, often on no 
charge at all, brought here, and never 
heard of again. There is no doubt that 
besides the open executions, secret, but 
unauthorized, murders were of fre- 
quent occurrence. The few prisoners | 
who remained to be released by Ameri- 
cans when the war was over ted 
blood-curdlin® tales of horror and de- 
spair. They said that every night each 
man was chained to his place against 
the wall, and often in the morning some 
comrades were missing. Among them- 
selves it was believed, that the guard 
entered in the silent “watches of the 
night, clapped his hand over the! 
mouth of the doomed man, cut his | 
throat or stabbed him to the heart 
and dragged him forth. 

I have talked with one of these 
lately-liberated prisoners, avho is now 
living in the Hotel Roma—an educated 
man under 30, whose hair is white as 
snow. He says that one evening near 
the beginning of the war he was ar- 
rested while sitting in the plaza, on 
what charge he never knew. For sev- 
eral weeks he was kept in one of the 
large dungeons, alternately chained to 
the wall and the bench, with fifty 
others, many of whom were his per- 
sonal friends, all respectable citizens 
of Havana, and all, like himself, ig- 
norant Of the cause of arrest. Having- 
powerful relatives and a clear con- 
science, he hourly expected release. Bat 
days dragged by, months and years-— 
till hope deferred died within him. 
Finally, having had neither trial nor 
examination, he was placed in the 
third and farthermost of a “nest” of 
cells, a narrow hollow in the rock, not 
long enough to allow a man to stretch 
out on the floor, and fastened to the 
wall by a chain too short to admit of 
lying down. Fortunately the tomb thhad 
no door, so at midday a feeble giimmer 
of light was visible from the aperture 
near the top of the dungeon, and his 
voice reminded dhe careless guard to 
bring him food, or otherwise he would 
have starved. Doubtless his people 
made efforts in his behalf, but he had 
no knowledge of it; and when he was 
released, four years Igter, parents, 

rother and sisters were all dead, every 
elative sacrificed in the long struggle. 

In course of our explorations we en- 
tered a subterranean passage, or rather 
a series of them, so low and marrow 
that we could just squeeze through by 
stooping, and so totally dark that it 
was impossible to see an inch before 
the eyes. Striking matches frequently, 
and holding each other’s hands for fear 
of pitfalls, we penetrated the tunnel 
half a mile or more. The path to un- 
known perils sloped steeply, turning 
short curves and diverging to other 
passages, all trending downward into 
the blackness of eternal night. At in- 
tervals iron gratings were felt beneath 
our feet, and rusty gates were seen, now | 
open wide; and presently the sound of 
the sea was heard, dashing upon rocks 
somewhere below. What diabolical 
mystery lies beyond was necessarily 
left to conjecture. Our one box of 
matches was almost spent, and our 
guide refused to tarry. Promising our- 
selves to return with lanterns at no’ 


to thé world of men. There is little 
doubt that here may be found proof 
of the terrible tales extant—of doomed 
men driven through secret passages, at 
the point of the bayonet, until they 
plunged through some death-trap in 
the darkness, or dropped into the ocean 
at the end of the tunnel. 

Moro Castle is considerably smaller 
than Cabanas, and apparently had 
fewer gruesome secrets. Its dungeons 
are similar, though far less numerous, 
the large cells with rings in the walls, 
and rows of benches with beams above 
them and chains dangling from _ all.

Dewey at Manila. 


{Edward W. Marden, in Frank Les- 
| Jie's Monthly:] There was, until re- 


cently, only one photograph of Admiral. 


Dewey taken in late years; at least, 
there was only one which the public 
saw. All of the newspaper cuts ani 
magazine drawings, and all of the 
paintings, busts and statues which have 
been made are from this one photo- 
graph. He is the only officer in either 
the army or navy who took prominent 
part in the late war of whom many pic- 
tures are not obtainable. He was evi- 
dently too busy to have a lot of pictures 
taken before the war broke out tod be 
used when he became famous. The 
photograph from which all of his pic- 


~ tures are made fs a fair representation 


of him as he appears in naval uniform, 
though it is by no means flattering. 
It is very far from representing him as 
he appeared tn Maniia Bay, however. 
This picture shows him in the double- 
breasted blue coat of a naval officer, 
while in Manila he was never seen ex- 
cept in a white undress uniform, and, 
unless it was to make some formal call, 
it is doubtful if he has had his sword 
on since the war began. In the battle 
of May 1 and again at t bombard- 
ment on August 15, he re a white 
undress uniform and afsmall brown 
bicycle or traveling c In most of 
the fancy pictures that have been 
printed of him he is shown in the full 
uniform of an admiral, with cap and 
sword, leaning over the bridge and 
looking anxiously through a pair of 
binoculars. On both occasions, in rea!- 
ity, he walked around as he would .do 
under ordinary circumstances, and 
there was no theatrical posing for the 
benefit of photographers. 

Admiral Dewey is about 5 feet 7 
inches in height. He stands as straight 
as a ramrod, and is always dignified, 
without being austere. Stories are told 
of his fastidiousness in dress. He was 
just as fastidious in Manila as in Wash- 
ington, though in a different way. In 
Manila no one wears anything but 
white, and the admiral was always in 
the most immaculate of uniforms. 

On my last visit to the Olympia, just 
before Jeaving Manila, when I went out 
to say good-by to officers of the fleet, I 
talked with Admiral Dewey for some 
time in his cabin. Ste went over to 
his dresser, got a picture and brought 
it back and handed it to me, saying: 
“Isn't this a beautiful girl? If I only 
had a daughter like this girl I wouid 
consider myselfa most fortunate man.” 
He then went on to tell of the pic- 
ture, which was that of a girl whose 
home is in Decatur, Ul.—a~girl whom 
he had never known, but who had sent 
him her picture with a letter, which 
the admiral read. She was a girl of 16, 
who, as she explained in her letter, had 
read with a great deal of interest the 
stories of the battle, and she sent him 
her picture with a request that he send 
her one in return. He had none to 
send her, but he wrote her a nice let- 
ter in reply, and said that when he got 
some more photographs he would send 
her one. She was a very pretty girl, 
and she had sent him some music which 
she had written, and the admiral was 
very much interested in the letter and 
in the girl. ‘“‘She will be the death of 
me yet,” said the admiral. “I have 
her picture on my dresser, and in the 
morning, when I shave, instead of look- 
ing in_the glass I look at the picture. I 
have already cut myself three times,

When Wo er died, last April, Block 
produced at purported to be a writ- 
ten admission of indebtedness for $43,- 
000. The document was written in He- 
braw and addreBsed to gelatives in 

ance. Wormser’s signature, in He- 
brew. the signature of a Mexican 
witness, Were appended. It has been 
claimed this due bill was a forgery and 
that the case would inevitably have 
been béaten in the courts, but the de- 
fendant heirs preferred to clear the 
record by the easiest means. The debts 
of 1878 have long been outlawed by 
limitation, and there is little doubt 
that Wormser has paid Bloé& during 
the intervening years, in small sums, 
fully the value of the property deeded 
to him. Wormser left little in the way 
of accounts. He handled an immense 
business by mentory alone. His income 
‘was mainly in the shape of products of 
the soil, brought him by renters of his 
lapd. He was almost a miser, living in 
a squalid manner and expending almost 
nothing upon himself. The main cred- 
itor of the estate, and almost the only 
one, is Judge Ed Wells of Prescott, 

whom Wormser had borrowed 
_ About fourteen years ago Fred Smith, 
son of “Extra Billy Smith” of Virginia, 
Was receiver of the United States Land 
Office at Tucson. The time was one of 
unusual activity in the appropriation 
and reclamation of desert land, and 
Smith’s receipts were heavy.

Two $3000 fires have been the record 
of Phoenix for the past week.

JUVENILE TILL-TAPPERS. 


Gang of Yeung Boys Rounded Up by 
the Police Detectives. 

The arrest of six boys early yester- 
day morning by Detectives Steele and 
Goodman has developed into an im- 
portant capture. For the past three 
weeks reports have been received at 
the Police Station complaining of thefts 
committed by boys, generally in small 
stores. The similarity of the cases 
reported convinced the detectives that 
the work was being committed by an 
organized gang of boys, and such has 
proved to be the case. 

The boys generally worked in pairs. 
They would enter a store and buy a 
pack of cigarettes, or some other small 
article, and locate the money draiver. 
In many small stores the money is kept 
in a cigar box, or some other receptacle 
equally as easy of “When 
the boys found a store having no reg- 
ular till, after locating the position 
of the money they would return and 
ask for 5 cents’ worth of coal oil. While 
the clerk or proprietor was in the back 
part of the store filling the order, one 
of the boys would hurriedly sneak 
behind the counter, secure the box con- 
taining the money, and both would 
then make their escape from the store. 

The detectives have been working 
on the matter for several days, and 
about 2 o’clock yesterday morning De- 
tectives Steele and Goodman located 
the boys in a barn on the corner of 
Thirtieth street and Compton avenue. 
The patrol wagon was sent for and the 
boys were taken to the Police Station, 
where they gave the names of Otto 
Timm, alias Paul Kocher; Albert Mel- 
vey, Albert Crawford, Elbridge Bright, 
Ivory Shields and Lawrence Eberle. 

The Timm boy has been in trouble 
-before, both in this city and San Di- 
ego. Several months ago his father, 
Henry Timm, shot his divorced wife 
and himself because she refused to live 
with him again. The woman was killed 
instantly, but Timm lived for several 
days with a bullet in his head. Ivory 
Shields is also an old’ offender. Some 
time ago, while in the Superior Court 
on a charge of burglary, he sneaked 


of the Deputy Sheriff who had him in 
charge, but was recaptured several 
days later. 

The detectives have five charges 
against the boys, and they have been 
identified by persons who have suf- 
fered from their pilferings, which 
ranged all the way from 50 cents to

The 
signature of the directors at the end of 
a national bank report means that the 
directors signing certify to the correct- 
ness of the report. The falsity of sifch 
@ report does not .involve the avhole 
board of directors in responsibility, but 
Only those attesting it. It is not neces- 
Sary to prove that they knew the re- 
port to be untrue. To one purchasing 
stock on the strength of the bank’s 
published report of its condition, the 
directors become personally liable for 
any damage sustained by such stock- 
holder by reason of the bank's insolv- 
ency.”’

WOOL. The latest reports of the 
eastern wool markets to arrive by mail 
are of the following tenor: The market 
fs steady, with the general demand 
quiet, but some few liberal buyers 
have taken large lines the past week. 
Sales in Boston foot up 6,500,000 pounds, 
of which 2,750,000 pounds were Territory 
grades, a good part of which was 
ought by dealers. The total sales of 
Gomestics were about 3,800,000 pounds, 
while 2,700,000 pounds of foreign wool 
were reported sold, 1,035,000 pounds be- 
ing Australian Merino in bond for ex- 

The price paid for Territory wools 
is about the same, most business being 
done on the scoured basis of 38@40 
cents_for fine. .medium.and. fine... There 
is some call for unwashed fleeces on 
the basis of 20@22 cents for quarter 
and three-eights bloods, awhile the 
movement in pulled wools shows an in- 
crease, about 400,000 pounds being taken. 
Australian wools are held firmer, recent 
sales for expom being’ made at ld. ad- 
vanee. European purchases of Aus- 
tralian wool in Boston, for export, dur- 
ing the past three weeks have Seen 
about 10,500 bales. 


WHEAT PROSPECTS. The business 


prospects of the coming fiscal year 
hinge largely upon the wheat crop. 


Railroats depend on this mostly for 
their business. Wheat is one of the lead- 
ing exports, the amount shipped run- 
ning to 200,000,000 bushels and more. 
Thousands earn a living handling 
wheat, and on the crop. depends the 
price of the loaf every man must eat. 
Reports are still conflicting. A Kan- 
sas telegram, received on the iloor of 
the New York Produce Exchange on 
the 25th inst., said that with. recent 
rains the promise was for a wheat crop 
equal to last year’s harvest in that 
State. Previous calamity reports were 
of 35,000,000 bushels less,-or of about 
26,000,000 to: 28,000,000 bushels, against 
64,000,000 bushels harvested last year. 
On the contrary a Toledo firm has sent 
out a report which says that reports 
from 3851 grain dealers, covering 483 
counties, show a much larger amount 
of winter killed than usual. Nearly l1,- 
000,000 more acres were sown than were 
harvested last fall, but it looks now. as 
though nearly 3,000,000 acres would have 
to be abandoned. Kansas makes the 
poorest showing and Ohio the best. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

AMERICA LEADING. The following 
facts gleaned from several sources in- 
dicate the enterprise being displayed 
by the -business men of the country to 
extend foreign trade, and the success 
they are achieving. The first of the or- 
der of thirty engines for the Midland 
Railway of England was shipped to 
England from Philadelphia via New 
York last week. 

As illustrating the keenness of Amer- 
ican enterprise, says an English trade 
journal, we may mention that the 
Philadelphia Commercial Museums 
have opened in Manchester a cabinet of 
American manufacturers, which con- 
tains index cards of over 2000 of the 
principal manufacturers in the United 
States, representing every branch of 
industry. The firms specially selected 
are those interested in the export trade, 
and the cards are so arranged:as to be 
readily accessible, and are to be revised 
periodically. 

The industrial states of Europe, and 
foremost among them Austro-Hungary, 
are warned by the Deutsche Zeitung 
(Vienna) of the danger with which 
they are threatened by American ex- 
ports. “When the Americans once se- 
cure a hold on the markets of the Le- 
vant, their vast resources, their busf- 
nes& capactiy and energy. and the 
vigilance of their consuls,’ says that 
paper, “will give them the lead in 
many classes of goods.” 

The cry is, still they come—these or- 
ders to United States firms for locomo- 
tives and rolling stock, says Herapath’s 
Railway Journal. The latest Atbarite is 
the Barry Dock and Railway Company, 
which has given an order to an Ameri- 
can firm to supply several locomotives 
for their mineral and passenger train 
service, and have accentuated their 
guilt by ordering three locomotives 
from Belgium. The Barry directors as- 
sert that not only do they thus obtain 
quicker delivery, but that they save 
about £500 per locomotive, while the 
American workmanship is at least 
equal to our own. ; 

From information we have received, 
we are able to state, says the London 
Industries and Iron, that the importa- 
tion into this country of American au- 
tomatic machine tools, already taking 
place on an extensive scale, so far from 
slackening, is likely to be growing 
steadily for some time in the future. It 
cannot be said that this is occasioned 
by any considerable. increase in the 
present demand. But the demand itn 
this country for this class of machinery 
is one that is, if not created, at least 
very largely influenced by its *manufac- 
turers and the efforts they make to 
place the merits of their’ specialties 
clearly and attractively before prospec- 
tive purchasers.e The great success 
which has been attained by the firms 
in America who have -given some at- 
tention to pushing an English trade 
was 
bound to, do, the emulation of-others, 
with the consequence that we may con- 
fidently look forward te a greatly en- 
hanced influx. of the-spesfal class of 
tools Which the exigencies of advanced 
American manufacture have been’ the 
means of bringing into existence.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 5.—R. G. Dun & Co. in 
their weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
say that the failures in April were the small- 
est in any month since records by months 
began, 38 per cent. smaller than in Apri! of 
last year, not a third of the amount’ in 1897, 
and not half the amount of April of any 
previous year. Both in manufacturing and 
in trading the smallest ever known in any 
month, as in manufacturing they were, if the 
largest failures were omitted. The ratio ofs 
defaulted liabilities to solvent payments 
through clearing-houses was less than 70 
cents perp $1000, against 90 cents in January 
and $1.19 in March; $7.89 in August, and $8.02 
in September, 1896. A great share of the risk 
in the business world. has been eliminated. 
It is not inconsistent nor strange if business 
halts, because it has been crowded to the 
utmost for four months in anticipating fu- 
ture needs on account of new combinations 
proposed. In some cases prices have been 
advanced so far as to check new business, 
and in others works have been engaged so 
far ahead that new orders cannot be taken. 
Yet new business in amount which would 
have been astonishing two years ago is stil] 
coming forward, and the voluntary advance 
in wages by the firms of the central asso- 


ciation and by the Frick coke works, whose 


shipments on April 30, 452 cars, were the 
heaviest ever known, show confidence in the 
future. At Buffalo and in Idaho strikes are 
causing trouble, but labor questions else- 
where do not affect general business. The 
grain movement has fallen off, only 2,464,118 
bush®@ls had been received at the West_dur- 
ing the week, against 4,765,519 bushels last 
year, and of corn only 2,628,437 bushels have 
been exported, against 4,545,749 bushels last 
year, while wheat exports from both coasts 
have been better, 3.545.477 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, against 2,654,237 bushels last year.

NEW YORK, May 5,—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that this is indeed an era of 
trade and-industrial combination seems ¥ vi- 
dent trom the lore list-of-anrouncerents of 
new consolidations, rumored or actualy 
floated, coming to public view this week. 
Whether this tendency has as yet reached 
its culmination cannot of course be e1s ly 
predicted, but in some lines of indus ry 
the announcements of projected -consolica= 
tions would seem to have left little room 
for further operations of this kind. Easily 
first in this direction is fhe gigantic iron 
and steel combination announced, wth secm. 
ing confidence, as in the process of forma- 
tion. Second only to this, however, is the 
actual floating of the great copper combina- 
tion. Outgrowths, as these great comb na- 
tions are, of immense industrial chan’es in 
many lines, they possess a special interest 
in the world of trade and finance because 
of the immense aggregation.of capital or in. 
dustry involved in their projection or their 
carrying out to a successful finish. Wh 1° 
wholesale trade continues of a between-s a- 
son volume, every general evidence is forth- 
coming that the aggregate is in excess of 
last year’s undeniably good proportions, and 
retall demand is of an encouraging character. 
That the volume of fall business hookei is 
in excess of the average is very generally 
conceded. Advances in prices and reported 
great activity abroad point to the w despr-ad 
demand for iron and steel, and render less 
doubtful the hold of American products on 
foreign markets. The tone of the general 
markets is notably strong for the season of 
the year, a prominent exception being pork 
and hog products generally, which hav» 
been the subject of bearish manipulaticn’. 
Cereals are generally firm, cash wheat beng 
fractionally higher at the seaboard, on in- 
terruption to movement by the water route, 
caused by the grain handlers’ strike at Buf- 
falo, while option business is in a waiting 
stage, pending the government report on 
wheat conditions and acreage next week. 
Cron advices are still contradictory, but 
good weather has made for successful plant- 
ing and growth of spring wheat, whi'e f>r- 
eign crop advices continue good, and export 
demand ,is of. only moderate proportions. 
This, coupled with smaller than expected de- 
crease in world’s supplies, reported to 
Bradstreet’s this week, acts as a check 
to values, which might otherwise record the 
admitted damage to the winter-wheat crop. 
Copper, among the metals, retained all its 
solidation being a sustaining feature, offset- 
solidation being a sustaining feature, offsete- 
ting depressing effects on consumptive de- 
mand of the recent advance. A specia! fra- 
ture this week is the activity in building, and 
in real estate reported from a number o° 
widely-separated sections, and lumber and 
building materials generally are firm and 
tending uygward. Wool markets note a 
change in the buying of some large lines of 
domestic wools for speculation, and prices 
are firm in sympathy with advanced quota- 
tions paid for some large lots of Austral'+n 
bonded wool, bought for reéxport. The 
strength of Sugar. shows no diminution, 
despite recent advances, and further ga'ns 
are to be noted, chiefly owing to good do- 
mestic demand and advancing European 
markets. Leather and hices are firm, ard 
boot and shoe manufacturers are realizing 
advanced quotations.

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say that both the temper and tendenci’s of 
the stock market have varied conside ably 
this week. The activity was not striking, 
and there was an tncreased preponderance 
of manipulat’on, with a chr nkage in the -om 
mission-house business. More or less lack 
of unison between the various parts of the 
list was observed, the standard railroad 
shares being generally dul! or heavy, and 
the chief strength was confined to the steel 
stocks and the Flower specialties, whi'e gas 
securities, the anthracite group and Sugar 
were the leading examples of posit ve 
weakness. At the beginning of the week a

MRS. SARAH SYKES CAPTURES A 
MEETING-HOUSE. 


(Amd Then the Marshal Captures Mrs. 
Sarah Sykes—Strange Antics of 
an Insane Woman—South Pasa- 
dena Lays Down Some Cards in 
the Water Game. 


PASADENA, May 5.—[ Regular Corre: pond- 
ence.}] This afternoon a well-dressed and re- 
fined-looking woman wandered into the main 
building of Throop Polytechnic Institute and 
began haranguing the busts of Abraham Ln- 
coln, M. T. Cicero and other worthies that 
adorn the walls. Her erratic” perform- 
ances caused some disorder, and offic'als 
telephonéd down to the City Marshal. Be- 
fore he arrived, however, she went away, and 
strolled down Fair Oaks avenue to the Chris- 
tlan Church, where 4 missionary meeting of 
ladies was in progress. She walked in and 
took a seat well at the front, and pretty 
soon she was trying to run the whole pro- 
gramme. It chanced that near her sat a 
lady whose child was somewhat uneasy, and 
to her this strange character exclaimed: “If 
you can't keep your child still you must 
take him out. We can’t have bur meeting 
spoiled in this way.”’ 

Disturbed by the glare in the speaker's 
eye, the lady withdrew with her child. There- 
upon the eccentric visitor turned her atten- 
tion to the lady who was speaking. “I didn't 


quite catch that word,’’ she exclaimed. 
“Please repeat it, as I want to take it 
down. Nothing that you say goes till I 


it down.”’ 
Her shrill voice and violent behavior set 
the mecting in confusion. The ladies were 
afraid of her, and were beginning to move 
out, to surrender the whole church to her, 
when the Marshal entered. He made a mo- 
tion to take the insane woman by the arm, 
but she drew back and exclaimed indig- 
nantly: ‘‘Don’t you dare to touch my person, 
sir!’”’ Marshal Lacey explained who he was, 
and requested her to go down to the office 
with him. She complied and there she told 
her storv. Her name. she said, was Sarah 
Sykes, the wife of Henry Sykes, “now in 
England. She came here six months ago an@ 
leased a house at No. 351 Kensington drive, 
where she lived alone. The Marshal went 
up with her and found there a roomy, pret- 
ty cottage, sufrounded with flowers. Mrs. 
Sykes picked a rosebud, “with her own 
hands,’”’ as she took pains to say, and pinned 
it in the Marshal's buttonhole. She was 
ladylike in all her manners and conversa- 
tion, and apparently had moved in good tir- 
cles. She had lived a quiet life and nobody 
in the vicinity kneW much about her. The 
Marshal told her she would have to stay at 
home for a while, and teft her. 

About an hour later word came up from 
the Board of Trade rooms that a queer 
woman was down there making a speech and 
passing resolutions. The Marshal hurried 
to the scene and found his friend, Mrs. 
Sykes. 
“Tl thought you were going to atay at 
home,”’ he said, gently taking from her hand 
her parasol. which she was using as a club. 
“Why.” she exclaimed, ““You did not tell 
me that I must stay there. If you had told 
me not to go out I would have stayed in.’ 
The officer went home with Mrs. Sykes 
once more, and explained to her that it 
would be necessary for him to -Keep her 
there for a while. 
“Do vou mean to say that I must not go 
out of doors without your permission?’ 
“You must not go out of the yard,” said 
the Marshal. 
Mrs. Sykes said that was very extraor- 
dinary, but she would follow instructions. 
Perhaps some friend who will care for her 
will appear. She is about 50 years old, and 
apparently is in easy circumstances, 


HAND SHOWN AT SOUTH PASADENA. 


The most open play against municipal 
ownership of waterworks since the game 
began here was made last night at South 
Pasadena, in a little caucus of the stock- 
holders of the Pasadena Land and Water 
Company, called by 0. R. Dougherty, who is 
known down there by the pseudonym so long 
worn by Congressman Holman—‘“‘the great 
objector.’ Seventeen gentlemen were pres- 
ent. twelve of them stockholders ‘n the West 
Side Water Company residing in South Pasa- 
dena. J. B. Sover was called to the chair, 
and J. A. Goodrich, Esq., was made secre- 
tarv. 

P. M. Green, president of the First National 
Bank of Pasadena, come ‘out flat-footed 
against municipal ownership, saying that the 
movement was an “insane agitation,’’ most 
ill-advised at this time under the prevailing 
conditions. He predicted that it would wind 
up as the boulevard project did, in smoke. 

Mr. Dougherty declared that he was in 
favor of municipal ownership as an abstract 
principle, but in the case of Pasadena and 
South Pasadena he did not believe munici- 
pal waterworks were possible. He thought 
the movement would lead to endless litiga- 
tion and trouble, and little else. . 

Mr. Goodrich expressed the opinion that 
the meeting should not filibuster against a 
great reform like municipal ownership. He 
regretted that such a snirit had been mani- 
fested. He thought it did not seem to wear 
the garb of public spirit. 

Mr. Green said the old water companies 
were public companies, not private com- 
panies, but the promoters of the municipal 
scheme wanted the stockholders to contrib- 
ute their shares. 

Mr. Goodrich said they could well afford 
to give their shares in return for the bene- 
fit thev would obtain from lower rates. It 
would be a profitable transaction. 

Citv Trustee Packard and other gentlemen 
urged that South Pasadena skould look 
sharply after her own interests, and see 
that they were not sacrificed in any new ar- 
rangement that might be made. The caucus 
adopted the following: 
> “Resolved, that it is the sense of this meet- 
in@ that we will unitedly oppose the acqui- 
sition by the city of.Pasadena of any 
of the water rights of the Pasadena Land 
and Water Company untill a fair and reason- 
able plan is agreed upon and approved by 
us for securing to the city of South Pasa- 
dena its proportion of the water of said 
company.”’ 

On motion of Mr. Dougherty, a resolution 
was also passed urging the South Pasadena 
stockholders of the company to be present 
at next Monday's meeting of the corporation. 

A SURPRISED CAMP. 

Pasadena Camp of Woodmen was taken by 
surprise tonight. They were busily engaged 
initiating a candidate when sixty members 
of three Los Angeles camps and circles pulled 
their latchstring. They had come over in a 
special car, bringing a mandolin auartette 
and other talent, and after the Pasadena 
Woodmen had cleared up the:chins a pro- 
gramme of music and was arranged. 
Recitations were given by s. Thomas Wat- 
son Young of Los Angeles. At last accounts 
the ladies of the circles were reigning over 
the camp with a high hand. The musical 
numbers were enthusiastically received.

HOW TO GET THE CITY OUT OF 
DEBT. : 


The Question That is Claiming the 


Attention of Taxpayers and 
Trustees—Water Problem Dis- 
cussed—Divorce -Suits—Happen- 


ings in the Courts. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 5.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence] In response to invitations, 
several scores of taxpayers met with the 
City Trustees last evening to discuss the city 
finances and the water supply. When the 
new officials came into power last month 
they found the city treasury empty, with the 
total receipts $41,000 per year, and the ex- 
penses $50,000. After the water bonds have 
been paid. there is left about $27,000 to run 
the city government, at a monthly expense 
of $3000, leaving a deficiency of about $9000 
for tho year. The meeting was called to 
hit upon a way of making receipts and ex- 
penditures meet. 

Everybody favored economy, but no one 
specified just where it should be practiced. 
The talk resulted in no action whatever, so 
that the Trustees can do as they please to 
put the city’s finances on a more golid foot- 
ing. The water question was also discussed 
at length. Sentiment seemed to favor issu- 
ing forty-year 4 per cent, bonds to the ex- 
tent of $60,000, to purchase a supply of 100 
inches, but the meeting adjourned ° without 
taking any action. 


TROUBLE OVER LAND DEAL. 
A complaint was filed today by Arthur Kau’- 
man against David Carr and wife, Leotie R. 
Carr. The plaintiff alleges that some time 


“ago he entered into an agreement with Carr 


to exchange land owned by him in San Ber- 
nardino county for. a tract of 860 acres in 
Johnson county, Kan., which Carr repre- 
sented he owned. Kaufman deeded his 
property to Mrs. Carr, but as yet has re- 
ceived nothing in exchange. The complaint

AN INTERESTING BOOM CASE UP 
IN SUPERIOR COURT. 


Suit Over Valuable Petroleum and 
Oil Claims Dismissed—New Sewer 
System Completed—Term Trial 
Jurors Drawn—Suit Dismissed. 


SANTA ANA, May 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The case of Robert McFadden vs. the 
First National Bank of Sarita.Ana, an action 
i enforce the payment to the plaintiff of a 
portion of the proceeds alleged to have been 
received from the forced sale of the McMich- 
ael property in Fountain addition to the 
town of Fairview, was taken up in the Supe- 
rior Court today. The defendant filed four- 
teen demurrers, some comprising many sub- 
divisions, to the cause of action, and one of 
which sought refuse behind the statute of 
limitation, but they were all swept aside by 
the court, and the defendants were given fif- 
teen days in which to answer. This case dates 
back to the palmy days of the boom, when 
J. G. McMichael was flourishing in the town 
of Fairview. Lumber was secured from the 
then McFadden Lumber Company for the con- 
struction of an elaborate residence, but was 
not paid for. Later a mortgage of several 
thousand dollars was placed upon the resi- 
dence, the loan having been obtained from 
the First National Bank of this city. Subse- 
quently the bank and lumber company con- 
solidated their interests, when, it is alleged 
by the plaintiff, the bank agreed to foreclose 
its mortgage upon the property, and when sold 
to divide a certain portion of the proceeds 
with the lumber company. It is to enforce 
the payment of this alleged portion of the 
proceeds of the sale of the Fairview property 
that this action is brought. It interests a 
large number of people, and promises to be 
hotly contested to the end. 

IMPORTANT SUIT DISMISSED. 

The case of L. Phipps et al. vs. Olinda 
Ranch Company, an action recently filed fsr 
the purpose of determining certain oil and 
petroleum privileges on the Olinda ranch, lo- 
cated in the northern portion of this county, 
has been dismissed, and today a document 
was filed with the County Recorder between 
the Olinda Ranch Company, a corporation, 
and the Richfield Oil Company, a corporation, 
George Easton of Los Angeles, party of the 
third part, and certain stockholders of the 
Olinda Ranch Company, and Richfield Oil 
Company, parties of the fourth part, in which 
it is agreed that in consideration of the sum 
of $575 paid to the Olinda Ranch Company by 
the Richfield Oil Company and other valuable 
concessions, the Olinca Ranch Company con- 
veys to George Easton of Los Angeles fifty 
acres of land in section 9, township 3, range 
9 west, S.B.M. Transferred with this land 
are valuable oil wells which are now largely 
preductive. 


NEW SEWER SYSTEM. 


The new sewer system is completed, and is 
considered adequate for the needs of the city 
for many years to come. At a recent meeting 
of the Board of City Trustees a resolution was 
passed complimenting the contractors, Messrs. 
Williams, Belser & Co., upon their workman- 
ship in the construction of the system in 
strict compliance with the contract and speci- 
fications. While the system has only been 
completed a few days, applications have been 
made to the City Clerk for mofe than forty 
connections, and a large force of workmen 
is now engaged in making the house con- 
nections. There are over twenty-one miles of 
sewer mains now laid in the city, and by the 
time the house connections are all in it is 
estimated the city will have over forty miles 
of sewers. The cost of the system complete 
has been less than $60,000.
